Tho following story of the luck 
of a tenderfoot,

Santa Fc New Mexican, makes the

recently near Golden, 
N. M., 
by 
Isador Siberman, 
of New York. 
Young Siberman went to Santa Fo 
county, 
New 
Mexico, 
for his 
health. 
IIo 
had 
never 
seen 
a 
mine, but 
was 
furnished 
with a 
pick and shovel and told to 'go to 
work. 
IIo started 
to work on an 
abandoned 
claim 
on 
tho 
north 
slope of the San Pedro mountains. 
After working 
somo time 
ho 
en- 
countered a pocket of frco milling 
gold oro 
from 
which 
82,000 
was 
taken. 
Tho pocket consisted 
of a 
14 incli pay streak of decomposed 
quartz bcspanklcd with tho yellow 
metal 
nowever, 
tho 
oro 
soon 
gave out, but Siborman 
felt con 
fident that tho 
mother 
lode must 
bo somewhere in 
that immediate 
vicinity, so ho started prospecting 
for tho vein. 
Finally 
he decided 
to drive a 
tunnel 
higher up 
tho 
mountain. 
Whon 
ten feet 
bolow 
the surfaco he spied a piece of wire 
gold as largo as a knitting 
noodle 
protruding 
from tho quartz wall in 
front of him. 
It was short and 
g 
work to get in on this quartz 
vein and with overy strokooftho 
pick now and rare riches were 
ex- 
posed. 
In 
tho upper 
left 
hand 
corner of tho 
tunnel 
four by six 
feel, the vein 
is

inches 
wide where first struck and thirty 
inches wide 
in

hand corner. 
A fow 
foot further

tering with wiro and nugget gold,
